—M/s Indian Metals and Ferro Alloys Ltd., Bhubaneshwar, have filed a petition before 
the Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to as the Authority) in accordance with the Customs Tariff (Amendment) 
Act, 1995 and Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti-Dumping Duty on Dumped Articles 
and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995 alleging dumping of Ferro Alloys originating in or exported from Ukiaine and 
have requested for initiation of anti-dumping investigations and levy of anti-dumping duties 

1. Product Involved: The product under investigation in the present case is Ferro Silicon 
originating in or exported from Ukraine. Ferro Silicon is an alloy of iron and silicon containing 
calcium, aluminium, carbon etc., as impurities.
